He didn’t make pub lic speeches 
or campaign for his son. But even 
then he wore a deep b lue tie with 
the silver inscription “Kennedy 
for P r e i i d t n t , ” a gift from 
friends. 
The driving amb ition of presi­ 
dential candidate Kennedy doub t­ 
less comes from his Irish-Catho­ 
lic father. Brought up in 
a mod­ 
erately well-to-do Boston family, 
Joe Kennedy set out to b e a mil­ 
lionaire b y the time he was 35— 
and succeeded far ahead of sched­ 
ule. 
Today, Joe Kennedy’s wealth, 
derived from b anking, liquor, the

The convention provide, for party 
leaders a

quired to keep the party together. 
It is through this give-and-take 
at a convention that such poles- 
apart Democrats as Gov. G. Mèn- 
non Williams of Michigan and Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd of Virginia can re­ 
main in the same party and ulti­ 
mately support the same candi­ 
date.

Bill Becomes Law 
: 


NEWPORT. R. T. (AP)-Presi-j 
dent Eisenhower Tuesday signed| 
into law a bill setting up a new 
program of international medical! 
research. 
The program would be financed! 
largely through U. S.-owned for- J 
eign currencies obtained for sur­ 
plus farm commodities which this 
country sends abroad. 
These currencies, plus some di­ 
rect 
federal 
grants, 
would 
be 
used for furnishing equipment to 
hospitals and laboratories abroad, 
training of foreign scientists in 
this country and U. S. scientists 
overseas, translation and 
distri­ 
bution services, and many other 
purposes. 
The 
program 
would 
support 
planning for research into disease 
and disease prevention on a world 
wide basis, and encourage inter- 
ational 
coordination 
of 
medical 
research programs. 
The U. S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice would have chagre of the pro­ 
gram, called “ Health for Peace” 
by its supporters. 
Sen. Lister Hill D-AIaL prin­ 
cipal sponsor of the bill, said in 
a statement there is “ no doubt 
that this legislation will produce 
dividends that are beyond price 
—dividends that can be expressed 
oly in terms of the hundreds of 
thousands of lives that can and 
will be saved in our country and 
through the world in the years 
ahead.” 
The bill finally sent to the Pres­ 
ident was a sharply cut-down ver­ 
sion of Hill’s original proposal. 
Hill’s bill as passed by the Sen­ 
ate would have set u p a new in­ 
stitute for 
international medical 
research 
at the 
National 
Insti­ 
tutes of Health. 
Bethesda, Md., 
under the Public Health Service.

have authorized spending 50 mil­ 
lion dollars annually for the pro­ 
gram.
